1* In a recent conversation wltl'M&c Inspector General regarding 
the audit of the accounts of the g^^^joffiee h® stated that it appeared 2 5X1A6a 
that the finance officer there had exercised no real control over finds 
bat advanced finds upon request without checking to determine whether 
the purposes for which they were to be used were authorised by regula- 
tions. 


2. The discussion raised the question as to whether the finance 
officer in the field is being permitted to exorcise an independence >f 
action which is contemplated by regulations. I expressed the view that 
in many stations the finance officer functions under the Administrative 
Officer, and in vine ©f the fact that that administrative officer pre- 
pares the finance officer's fitness report, it was difficult for him 

to maintain a position of independence in disbursing matters. 

3. The Inspector General stated that he would prepare a msuoran&m 
to you with a view to having instructions issued to obviate this condi- 
tion.
